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SNAKES IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

That our men in the Philippines are not campaigning 
in Ireland is brought home every now and then to them 
in a startling manner, as was the case with 1st Sergeant 
Duckett, of Co. A, 49th Vol. Inf., stationed at Cordon, 
Isabela Province, Northern Luzon. He was walking 
down the main street, when he came face to face with a 
boa-constrictor that had just made a meal of a young 
pig and was casting voracious glances at a juvenile 
Filipino. Sergeant Duckett’s Krag clipped off the boa’s 
head, to the great delight of the natives. The Aparri 
“News” says that the constrictor was “young.” If the 
baby boas out there enjoy a pig for breakfast, probably 
those full grown can get along on nothing better than a 
rotund porker, or even a private, U. S. A., uniform, am- 
munition belt and all.

In this connection it is interesting to note that the 
long revered cure for snake bite—whisky—is being 
attacked as worthless. Few will relish this news, ex- 
cept perhaps our anti-canteen friends. There is a 
ubiquity about whiskey and so little aversion to taking 
it on the part of the patient that it is hard to conceive 
of a more convenient remedy. Therefore it is with a 
feeling of deep regret that we have to record that at 
a recent meeting of the Pathological Society in Phil- 
adelphia, when Dr. Joseph McFarland, who has more 
than a local reputation was asked by the President if 
the effect of snake venom upon the heart warranted the 
widely spread belief that whisky was an _ efficient 
antidote, he replied that it was safe to say that “whis- 
ky does more harm than good when given in cases 
of snakebite.” 

In India snake bites make a very considerable show- 
ing in the yearly casualty list. Last year, so the 
officia! reports say, 24,621 deaths were caused in that 
country by snake bites, a total that is quite portentous 
in that it shows no diminution of mortality.

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RECOLLECTIONS OF A CANADIAN MIL- 
ITIAMAN. 


Lieut. Col. George T. Denison, who was for so many 
years connected with the Canadian Militia, has recently 
given us from the Toronto press of George N. Morang 
and Company (Ltd.), his recollections and experiences 
in a volume entitled “Soldiering in Canada.” Colonel 
Denison’s military services cover the period from March 
12, 1853, when he was gazetted cornet in a troop of Cana- 
dian cavalry, until] he reached the retiring age while in 
command of the Governor General’s body guard, in 
June, 1898. As he was a cornet at eighteen, a major at 
twenty-two and a lieutenant colonel at twenty-seven, he 


claims to have been the youngest officer of these several 
ranks ever belonging to the Canadian cavalry. As his 
grandfather served during the war of 1812, and his 
father later on, Colonel Denison is able, through family 
reminiseenses, to carry his record back for nearly one 
hundred years. In his introduction he tells us that the 
foundation of the Canadian militia was practically laid 
by the Royalists of the American Revolution of 1776. 
These are described as “among the wealthiest, the most 
cultured and most law-abiding of the Colonials.” 

Portions of Colonel Denison’s narrative make it clear 
that these Canadian loyalists have transmitted to their 
descendants their spirit of hostility to the United States. 
It would seem to have been hardly becoming, however. 
for a military representative of a professedly neutral 
government to assist a rebel spy as actively as Colonel 
Denison tells us he did, in carrying despatches through 
Canada to Richmond. He procured a false pass for him, 
took him to his house, where Mrs. Denison sewed the 
despatches in his coat and vest, and drove him at night 
to the station as he left for the United States, where he 
was recognized and tried and condemned as a spy. 

In the opinion of the author of this volume “in the 
annals of the British Empire there are no more brilliant 
feats than those performed by the Canadian militia, 
aided ty a few British regulars,” in the actions on our 
Northern frontier during the war of 1812. He says: 
“The result of the three years’ fighting was twelve 
distinct invasions by superior forces of the enemy, who 
were defeated and driven out of the country, making 
it a victorious war for us.” The part taken by the 
Canadian militia during the insurrection of 1837, during 
the Fenian assaults upon Canada, in the Red River 
Expedition of 1870, and the Northwest Rebellion of 1885 
are also referred to here. Indeed, along with his per- 
sonal narrative the author carries the story of the Ca- 
nadian militia during the period of his association with 
it. The conditions governing this body, which has been 
the only Canadian army, have, he tells us, “‘been peculiar, 
and have differed from the conditions governing the mili- 
tary forces of most countries.” 

Colonel Denison has always been an enthusiastic cav- 
alryman, and he will be remembered as the author of 
“Modern Cavalry” and “A History of Cavalry.” ‘The 
present volume is an interesting one aside from its per- 
sonal narrative, containing as it does many personal 
descriptions of, and records of conversation with, the 
distinguished men the author has met. The most inter- 
esting of these, for those of us who live on this side of 
the water, are stories of encounters with Jefferson Davis 
and Southern generals. In a conversation Mr. Davis 
stated that he was made President of the Confederacy 
against his will, as his desire was to make use of hfs 
training at West Point, and his experience in the Mexi- 
can War, by taking command of troops in the field. 
Continuing his report of this conversation Colonel Deni- 
son says: 

“One day, when discussing various Southern generals, 
I mentioned General Joseph EB. Johnston and said: ‘Mr. 
Davis, perhaps you can give me some explanation of a 
matter that has always been very pezanes to me. I 
have noticed that General Joseph E. Johnston has al- 
ways had a high reputation among the people quay 
and in the press as an able, clever commanding general. 
This reputation he has held with the masses of the 
people through the war and since. I have studied all 
his campaigns very carefully, and I cannot find any justi- 
fication for ranking him above mediocrity, and it has 
always been a great puzzle to me. Can you give any 
renson for it?? Mr. Davis replied: ‘Your estimate of 
his capacity is quite accurate. He was thought to have 
done fairly well at Bull Run, and this was at the outset, 


and had great influence on the public mind, but the 
real cause of his tation was the fact that he sur- 
rounded himself with newspaper men and writers, and 
he explained to them all his movements on scien- 
tific principles, which read well in print, and when he 
was retreating and falling back and losing ferritory and 
morale he had explanations so complete and scientific 
that the public never properly un You ere 
quite right; his campaigns do not show any great mili- 
tary ability; he is much overrated.’ ” 

“TI once asked bluff old General Early his estimate of 
General J. E. Johnston. His reply was characteristic: 
‘Lord God, Colonel, the man would not fight; he would 
not fight! You can’t call a man a soldier who will not 
fight, who retreats always. He was no general.’ 

“Mr. Javis had a very high opinion of Gen. Albert 
Sydney Johnston. He was under impression that if 
he had lived he would have achieved the greatest repu- 
tation of all. This feeling I found universal amon 
those who had known Albert Sydney Johnston. Still, 
the point was never proved, as Johnston was killed in 
his first action.” 

As for General Joe Johnston, Mr. Davis apparently 
overlooked the fact that the transfer of his army to the 
fighting Hood resulted in its complete destruction. This 
is merely an expression of Jefferson Davis’s well-known 
hostility to Johnston. There is no doubt that this esti- 
mate of Albert Sydney Johnston was very general, but 
it Ke to be remembered that dead heroes make no mis- 
takes. 

During his visit to Toronto Mr. Davis noticed . the 
garrison flag flying at Fort Niagara, just across the 
river. Turning to Mr. Mason, who was walking by his 
side, he-said: “Took there, Mason; there is the grid- 
iron we have been fried on.” 

Mr. Davis told Colonel Denison that General Scott 
was very pompous, egotistical and overbearing and 
somewhat rude in his manners. At table if any dish 
dissatisfied him he would mutter “tut! tut!” and show 
his displeasure unmistakably, without the slightest re- 
gard for the feelings of his hostess. As the wife of 
the Secretary of War, Mrs. Davis was obliged to invite 
General Scott to dine. “She was in great trepidation, 
knowing what an epicure he was. So, thinking if the 
soup was right it would giesee him, she went to his 
house the morning of her dinner and saw the General’s 
cook, who had a great reputation in Washington as a 
chef, and telling him that the General was coming to 
dine with her and would not be at home to dinner, 
said she would give him five dollars if he would only 
come and prepare the soup of a special kind which the 
General particularly liked. This was done. 

“‘When the hour of dinner arrived the Commander-in- 
Chief took the hostess in to dinner and sat on her right. 
The soup was passed around. General Scott took his 
spoon, tasted it, put the spoon down with an air of 
disgust, said ‘tut! tut! tut!’ and let every one near him 
see that he was dissatisfied. Mrs. Davis turned tg him 
sweetly and said: ‘Is there anything wrong with the 
a General? ‘It is not he replied. ‘It is 
useless for any one to attempt to make that soup; I 
only know one cook who can make it.’ Mrs. Davis 
said most amiably: ‘I am so sorry, General, that the 
soup is not good. I was so anxious to have your favor- 
ite soup, and so anxious it should be just right, that I 
went and asked your own cook as a great favor to me, 
and to make things pleasant for you, to come and make 
the soup for the dinner. I am very sorry, indeed, that 
my efforts have been a failure.’ General Scott made 
no more complaint, but relations between him and Mrs. 
Davis were strained.”

BAILEY TORPEDO BOAT. 


In the Army and Navy Journal of Feb. 9, we said: 


The latest torpedo-boat accident serves to illustrate 
the extreme care necessary in the management of these

not seem to relish. The eucalyptus tree is of the genus 
myrtaceae. It grows to a great height, sometimes to 150, 
200 and even 400 feet in height. The tree has a leathery, 
glaucous leaf which turns vertically with the edges to 
the sun, thus casting no shade. Its value has been 
alternately ascribed to the antiseptic action of its cam- 
phor-like odors, and to its rapid growth (which some- 
times exceeds ten feet in a year) and the consequent 
drainage of the soil through its enormous transportation 
from the leaf surfaces. 
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THE FEMININE ELEMENT AT MANILA. 


The women promise to be a considerable factor from 
now on in the adjustment of the present situation in the 
Islands. By the masterly stroke of deportation General 
MacArthur has brought them into the question, Gen- 
eral MacArthur as a man of family was wise enough 
to see that he had a chance to bring into play the 
great feminine influence which we do not think has 
been more skillfully reckoned with since the day wheh 
the Romans seized the Sabine women and counted not 
in vain on their influence to bring about peace between 
the two races. General MacArthur, who is a student 
of ancient history, was no doubt thoroughly familiar 
with that incident, and set his active brain to work to 
discover a way by ‘which he could put to effective use 
the strongest of all human motives—the love of home 
and the opposite sex. The scheme of deportation was 
brought forward, and if General MacArthur were not 
too gallant a man to let it be known that he used this 
powerful lever for a political purpose, it would no doubt 
be admitted by him that the probable resultant awaken- 
ing of the women to the necessity of peace was no 
small factor in the development of the plan. The 
effect of deportation is less to strike terror into the 
war-like Filipino than to throw the shadow of dreaded 
separation over the homes of the archipelago and to 
direct the persuasive energies of the women in the di- 
rection of calling off the headstrong from the warpath 
and bringing about conditions of peace that will result 
in the early restoration to them of the heads of the 
households. 

According to Filipino customs if a native woman 
loses her husband by death she usually gets another 
spouse before the “owers have wilted on the grave of 
the dead, and fro: the unconcerned way she takes to 
her new husband “ould seem that her former consort 
had been utterly ,):;.tten. No such privileges are hers

uncertainty that none of her ancestors had experie..ced

She never saw this duty quite 
so clearly when he was dodging about in the native 
brush, enabled by playing amigo to return home at 
frequent intervals. The other day when seventy-two 
prisoners were deported from Leyte there were three 
thousand natives at the pier to see them depart, and 
nearly all of this multitude were women. It is no 
wonder that the women of Manila have organized a 
peace league, and if this organization does not turn 
out to be one of the most effective agencies for peace 
in the Islands, we shall be sadly mistaken as to the 
influence of woman in this vale of tears.

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BRITISH OFFICERS. 


Kipling, the poet of the Empire and the glorifier of 
the British Army, says of his country’s officers that 
they “are as good as good can be, because their training 
begins early, and God has arranged that a clean-run 
youth of the British middle cfasses shall, in the matter 
of backbone, brains and bowels, surpass all other 
youths.” A. Maurice Low, writing in “Harper’s Week 
ly,” quotes this and adds: “From the exuberant fancy 
of the romancer turn to the sober testimony of facts. 
‘It has been within the last five years constantly offi- 
cially reported that at musketry inspections some 70 
or 80 per cent. of the men did not know the distances 
to which their rifles were sighted on back and dial 
sights, and that officers and non-commissioned officers 
could not give correct commands for opening fire.’ This 
is not the biassed opinion of a foreigner. It is a sen- 
tence from an English magazine article written by 
Lieutenant Colonel Pennington, formerly in command 
of the 2d Battalion of the Northumberland Fusiliers. 
After reading Colonel Pennington’s article it is easier 
to understand why disaster was reported from South 
Africa. Two sentences show the utter disorganization 
that prevails: ‘Commanding officers of battalions in 
England are unanimous in stating in general terms that 
they never see their battalions, and it follows that cap- 
tains of companies rarely see their commanders. Under 
such conditions, to expect war efficiency is to expect a 
modern miracle.’ And this explains inefficient marks- 
manship: “The captains rarely see their companies for 
instructional purposes except during the limited period 
of some three weeks when an official curriculum of ex- 
ercises is carried out, and again for a hurried fortnight 
when musketry is rushed through.’ ” 
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The recent parliamentary inquiry into the losses from 
disease in South Africa showed that up to the end of 
last year more than 7,500 men had died of disease and 
more than 30,000 had been sent home as invalids. The 
Government stated that the introduction of military 
titles for medical officers had not had altegether the best 
effect. The Government also stated that the leaders of 
the medical profession would be consulted, with a view 
to reforming and making more effective the Army medi- 
cal service. In the course of the inquiry the Secretary 
of State for War said that during October there 
were 568 cases of typhoid, with 98 deaths; in November 
1,013 cases, with 207 deaths, and in December 1,065 
cases, with 286 deaths. The total number of cases from 
the beginning of the war to December, 1900, was 19,101, 
and of deaths 4,233. The number of officers and men 
invalided for enteric fever who had arrived from England 
from the beginning of the war to December, 1900, was 
10,975. _

Col. A. 8S. Cummings, 27th Vol. Inf: (Captain, Artillery 
Corps), in a recent official report praises the excellent 
work of the Subsistence Department in the Philippines 
and says: “When I received orders to move my regi- 
ment to Manila it mustered on duty 49 officers and 
1,040 enlisted men, with a sick report of only two officers 
and 3% per cent. of the enlisted force.

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REORGANIZATION OF THE ARMY. 


The Secretary of War has this week made several 
ippointments of Volunteer officers to be examined for 
junior commissions in the Regular Service. Only in 
those cases where officers are now in this country were 
appointments made, but it is generally understood that 
the Secretary will immediately make selection of officers 
uf the Volunteer Army who have not yet reached this 
country from the Philippines. The amount of influence 
which is being brought to bear to obtain these appoiut- 
ments is exceedingly great, and the task of making 
elections for the vacancies created by the act of Feb. 2, 
1901, is a serious one. As was stated April 6, there 
vas some doubt as to whether any of the enlisted men 
would be appointed, notwithstanding the fact that ex- 
iminations have been conducted, and in some cases re- 
ports already received at the War Department, showing ’ 
hat many of the soldiers had qualified. This depends 
upon the number of appointments made from the Volun- 
teer Army and the number of failures of those who are 
ordered to examination. The Department still hopes 
that it will be able to find vacancies for all the enlisted 
men who qualify, but, if not, only those who made the 
highest marks will be selected. 

The Secretary of War, it is stated at the Department, 
has also had under consideration the question of the 
strength of the Army, and whether it shall now be 
aised to the maximum size authorized by the recent 
ict of Congress, or whether it simply should be raised 
to about 75,000 men. We made some mention of this 
in our issue of April 6, and then stated that the chances 
were the capture of Aguinaldo would influence the De- 
partment in its final decision in this matter. However, 
the ground has been carefully gone over, and it has been 
found that it would not be for the best interests of the 
(Jovernment to limit the force to 75,000 soldiers, and it 
will doubtless be finally raised to the maximum. En- 
listments are progressing most favorably, and although 
it may be late in the summer before all the new regi- 
ments will get off to their foreign stations, they will 
inevitably go as originally decided. In making the cal- 
culation for the size of the Army, on a basis of 75,000 
men, it was found that after deducting one-third for 
home service there would be only 45,596 troops available 
for Cuba, Alaska, Hawaii, Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines. The artillery is to consist of 18,920 men, the 
Engineers of 1,746, a total of 20,666. Deducting this 
aumber from 75,000 would leave only 54,334 for the 
‘avalry and infantry, and if 14,060 be added for light 
irtillery which could be sent abroad, it would make a 
tetal of 68,394 troops available for field service. In all 
‘stimates the. Department allows one-third for home 
service, which, on this basis, would be 22,794. This 
latter nygaber, for home service, taken from the total 
of available troops for service in the field would leave 
45,596 men for all foreign service, which is not now 
considered a sufficient army, notwithstanding the fact 
that affairs in the Philippines have assumed a much 
more favorable aspect within the last few weeks. 

It has not yet been definitely decided whether gr not a 
home battalion of the newly-organized regiments will be 
left in this country. As was stated above, one-third of 
the field forces of the Army are to be retained at home 
for service, but exactly how they will be selected has 
not been decided. There seems to be considerable oppo- 
sition among officers to the present scheme of a home 
battalion, and, to tell the truth, it has not worked to 
the greatest advantage of the Service. This is, how i 
ever, a comparatively minor matter and can be easily 
adjusted when the time arrives. 
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TRAINING SCHOOL FOR PETTY OFFICERS. 

The Navy Department has practically decided to es- 
tablish at Newport, It. L., a ‘training school for petty 
officers of the Navy. The project has been under con- 
sideration in the Department for many months, and a 
letter outlining the proposed school was some time ago 
submitted to the commandant at Newport for his sug- 
gestions and an opinion as to the advisability of such 
an institution. In reply, the commandant has suggested 
that a school for the instruction of petty oflcers be imme- 
diately established at Newport, and has in this connec- 
tion written as follows: 

“The establishment of a school for the instruction of 
petty officers would be the most important step that 
could be taken for the improvement of the enlisted per- 
sonnel of the Navy, and no better place for the school 
could be selected than the naval training station at New- 
port, R. L., which already has a well-established course 
of instruction and the nucleus of a corps of instructors. 
It would seem, however, that such a school has even a 
wider scope than that suggested in the Bureau's letter, 
and might easily- be extended to all petty officers al- 
ready appointed, provided they were young enough to 
benefit by it and possessed the necessary qualifications. 
To give them all a course at the school would, of course, 
take some time, but in a few years the Navy would pos- 
sess a larger number of well trained men, who would 
instruct those under them, and whose effect on the 
enlisted force would be incalculable. It is certain that 
there are many petty officers in the Service to-day who, 
while possessing native ability yet lack the correct 
‘habit of command,’ and the ingrained spirit of discipline 
so much to be desired, as well as much useful and exact 
knowledge to be acquired in such a school. 

“It seems, also, that some distinctive mark should be 
given those who successfully complete the course, and 
a similar mark, of a higher grade, to be given those 
who show a special ability, this higher grade to be 
given only after the completion of the probationary 
period of one year in the acting appointment of the new 
rate. This higher mark would denote that its wearer 
is qualified to instruct recruits and others under him, 
and might very properly be called the ‘instructor’s 
badge,’ the lower grade mark being known as the ‘petty 
officers’ badge.” The name ‘instructor’ has been in use 
at the training station for a long time, and has come to 
mean a high and efficient class of petty officers, and one 
which has in general, by teaching and practice, formed 
‘habits of command’ and become imbued with the spirit 
of true discipline. Nothing is so essential as that the 
men be given a ‘thorough course in the proper methods 
of command and subordination,’ and if these habits 
could be inculecated into the whole enlisted force it would 
produce an ideal Service.” 

It is suggested that the institution be known as the 
“Training School for Petty Officers,” and that the course 
of instruction be for a period of one year. The school 
will be under the control of the commandant of the sta- 
tion and the course of instruction under the immediate 
direction of a governing board modeled on Naval Acad- 
emy lines, to consist of the commandant, executive offi- 
cer and the heads of the various departments. The 
actual work of instruction should be carried on by an 
assistant in each department, who, it is planned, shall 
be a junior commissioned officer or a warrant officer in 
the Navy. There are to be three general departments, 
known as the department of seamanship, the depart- 
ment of tactics and the department of gunnery. Hs- 
pecial attention will be given to sword drill and other 
matters which tend to cultivate the mind as well as the 
body. 
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ASSIGNING PAY ACCOUNT'S. 

We have had several inquiries as to whether a captain 
in the Philippines acting as major and drawing the pay 
for his increased rank can deposit his captain’s pay ac- 
counts in the United States for his family and draw 
his increased rank and foreign service pay in Luzon. 

We are informed at the War Department that there 
appears to be no- ruling that would prevent an officer of 
the Regular Army assigning his accounts for his pay 
to some person in the United States and drawing any 
increase pay that may be due on account of higher 
command in the Philippines. The foreign service pay 
should always be drawn at the Dlice where the office: 
is serving. (See G. O. 102, A. G. O., 1900.) Congress 
having failed to provide for payments on account of

ean accrue after June 30, 1901. On and after Feb. 27, 
1901, the payment for exercising higher command can 
only be made when orders emanate from the Secretary 
of War or commanding general in the field. 
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Lieutenant Colonel Heistand, of the Adjutant General's 
Department, has forwarded to the Secretary of War his 
reply to the charges made against him by former Major 
Hawkes, with regard to the organization of a hemp cor- 
poration in Manila.

tion for some time, for it has been evident that the 
Government was losing money by the continuance of 
the service on Government vessels, Instructions have 
been sent to the depot quartermaster in New York to 
call for bids for the transportation of troops and supplies, 
between New York and ports in Cuba and Porto Rico, 
and in case these bids do not prove to be excessively 
high they will be accepted, and the Government ships 
running from New York to those countries will be. used 
elsewhere. The Terry will be remodeled into a hospital 
ship and sent to Manila as soon as finished, and the 
other vessels in good condition will doubtless be sent to 
the Philippines. There is now little hope of saving the 
McPherson, which is still aground on the coast of Ouba. 
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Orders have been issued from the Navy Department 
assigning Rear Admiral Francis J. Higginson, president 
of the light-house board, to the command of the North 
Atlantic Squadron, vice Rear Admiral Farquhar, who 
will assume the duties of president of the light-house 
board. Rear Admiral Farquhar, who succeeded Rear 
Admiral Sampson in command of the North Atlantic 
Squadron Oct. 14, 1899, will retire for age on April 1, 
1902, so that he only has one more year of active service 
in the Navy. The North Atlantic Squadron now con- 
sists of the battleships Kearsarge, Alabama and Massa- 
chusetts and the gunboat Scorpion. It is now expected 
that it will be necessary to lay the Kearsarge up for the 
summer, in order that some repairs may be made on her 
armament, and there is also a chance that the Alabama 
will have to be withdrawn from the fleet soon, in order 
that she may receive some slight repairs. 





The Court of Claims, under date of April 8, rendered 
a decision in the matter of bounty claims growing out 
of the battles at Manzanillo and Nipe Bay, off the coast 
of Cuba. Action has only been taken in ‘the cases of 
Rear Admiral W. T. Sampson and ’Capt. French B. 
Chadwick. For the engagement at Manzanillo, July 18, 
1898, it was adjudged that Admiral Sampson should 
receive the sum of $1,475; for the engagement at Man- 
zanillo, June 30, 1898, $1,070, and for the engagement 
at Nipe Bay, July 21, 1898, $785. The Court of Claims 
gives Captain Chadwick, as his share of the bounty 
growing out of the capture of armed Spanish vessels 
on July 21, 1898, at Nipe Bay, $157; for the engagemént 
at Manzanillo, July 18, 1898, $205, and for the ag 
ment at that place June 30, 1808, $214. The 
cases will be decided in the near future. > 
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The Philippine Information Society, which was started 
some time ago in Boston to furnish informatica as to 
the Philippines, had its origin so close to the hotbed of 
anti-imperialism that we have been constrained to with- 
hold any favorable comment on the disinterestedness of 
its motives until we knew more of its work. Now we 
learn from back-biting among its members that has got 
into the newspapers that it- had anti-expansion leanings. 
We never could quite clearly see the need of such a 
society, when official reports from the Philippines were 
as likely to give as trustworthy information as any ob‘ 
tained by a society existing in ‘the Atkinsonian atmos- 


phere.

That the advancement in rank of officers of the Navy

vided, however, That no promotion shall be made to fill 
a vacancy occasioned, by the promotion, retirement, 
death, resignation, or dismissal of any officer who, at 
the time of such promotion, retifement, death, resigna- 
tion or dismissal is an additional member of his grade 
under the foregoing provisions. 

The Department has decided that an officer who has 
been advanced by numbers for service rendered durin 
the war with Spain is not to be regarded as additiona 
to the number allowed by law in his grade until he is 
promoted to a higher grade than the one in which he 
was when he received advancement, the purpose of the 
provision of law quoted above being not to hasten the 
promotion of officers advanced for war service, but to 
prevent such advancements from interfering with the

THE NAVAL APPRENTICE SYSTEM. 


U. 8. 8. Vicksburg, Cavite, P. L., Feb. 18. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

It is with great regret I read in your issue of January 
5 extracts from Park Benjamin’s letter on the subject 
not of hazing itself, but of its proper punishment. 

He says: A cadet (at the Naval Academy) “guilty” 
of violating the law against hazing should be sent for 
a year or more to the training school for naval appren- 
tices and he adds: “Nowadays Rood boys go to New- 
port, as well as to Annapolis. he gulf between the 
two institutions is simply that due to the official status 
of the students. There is no sufficient reason now why 
deserving students (?) at Newport should not be rewari- 
éd with appointments at Annapolis; equally, it is not 
clear why deserving (?) students at Annapolis should 
not have their appointments revoked and give place to 
the boys from Newport; at least in principle, if not in 
actual exchange.” 

As one of the organizers of the present apprentice 
system, as one of its advocates and defenders for more 
than 20 years, and as a graduate (two years after Park 
Benjamin) of the Naval Academy, I desire to protest 
against what I consider an ill considered piece of dem- 
agogism. 

Mr. Benjamin casts at least two direct slurs at the 
apprentice service: first, when he says a cadet “guilty” 
ot hazing should be sent to the training school for ap- 
prentices; in other words, having been convicted of an 
offense, the cadet should be “punished” by being sent to 
Newport. ndly, when he says: “Nowadays good 
boys go to Newport.” I think if Mr. Benjamin will 
take the trouble to look up the careers of many ex- 
apprentices, he will find them fairly successful in life; 
—— of them occupying positions I doubt he would 
refuse. ° 

Mr. Benjamin pores as being in touch, at all times, 
with the Navy. Is his memory so poor that he cannot 
remember the reason for the failure of the former ap- 
prentice system? ‘ 

Knowing that the Naval Academy killed the old ap- 

rentice system; which, I beg to add, furnished the 
Naval Academy with many brilliant graduates and the 
Navy with several fine officers, but with no sailors, it 
was made a sine qua non that no hope of Annapolis was, 
or could be, held out by the present system. 

Offer your commissions, if you will, to the men, but 
do not ruin our only source of supply for the famous, 
much quoted “man behind the gun.” Let us get our 
honest, brave and capable sailors and petty officers » 
warrant officers as we have been getting them ever 
since Mr. Benjamin left the Navy. Above all t 
not make it by law a “punishment,” after “conviction,” 
for any one to be made a naval apprentice. 

What is the gulf between the two institutions? Does 
not Mr. Benjamin know it is a mental one? I doubt 
if any boy passing for a naval apprentice could puss 
the entrance examination at Annapolis, and what is 
more, I believe Mr. Benjamin knows it too, that one is 
an institution of theory combined with practice, while 
the other, except for the rudiments of a common schoo! 
education, is purely practical; yet he couples them to- 
gether under the common title of institution. This is 
playing with words. 

Under the present almost universal competitive meth 
od few boys mentally capable can be kept from a “try”

Colonel Wallace F. Randolph of the Artillery Corps, 
who has been appointed Chief of Artillery, is a veteran 
f uhe civil war, and an officer who has well merited 
the honor bestowed upon him.

He re- 
ceived the brevet of Captain June 14, 1863, for gallant 
ond meritorious service in the defense of Winchester, 
Va., and Brevet Major March 13, 1865, for good con- 
duet. and gallant service during the war. He is an 
ficer of large and varied experience in his arm, and 
indeed in the other arms of the Service as well. Of most 
energetic habits, broad minded, and by no means dog- 
matieal in his views on professional subjects, he bri 
to the position the qualities which are needed at this 
juncture when our artillery defenses and artillery in- 
struction are being so persistently and “conscientiously 
developed. As an officer of field artillery, his practical 
experience has been extensive and it is stated he can 
shoe a horse, run a blacksmith forge, and do other 
light artillery chores, when the exigencies of service 
demand, with the best of them. The announcement on 
April 10 of his appointment to Chief of Artillery was 
expected in the Adjutant General’s office, but not looked 
for at the Headquarters of the Army, where the ap 
pointment of Col. John I. Rodgers had been urgently 
recommended.

In his speech to the crowd Mr. Funston, Sr., who is 
an ex-Congressman, said that “when the sun is setting 
low in the life of a parent, nothing brings such dee 
and unmixed joy to the heart as honors to one’s child. 
This appreciation of our neighbors is doubly welcome 
because it comes on the happy birthday of his little 
mother, who to-day celebrates her fifty-eighth year.” 
Mrs. Funston st by his side as he spoke from the 
veranda. and as he closed three cheers were given for 
the “little mother and the brave little General.” Just 
then some one in the house started “America” on thx 
piano, and for half an hour —— songs floated out of 
the open door and were taken up by throngs out- 
side. 


RECENT DEATHS. 


The sudden death of Miss Virginia Woodruff, young- 
est daughter of Col. C. A. Woodruff, Chief Commissary 
of Subsistence at Manila, which occurred in Manila on 
March 24, has been a source of sincere grief to Colonel 
Woodruff’s friends in this country, and especially to the 
many at Governors Island who became much attached 
to the child during Colonel Woodruff’s four years tour 
of duty as chief commissary in New York. Virginia, 
who was ten years and eight months old, was noted for 


her beauty and her bright, winning ways, and had 
attracted the ‘attention of her teachers at school by her 
exceptional advancement for her years. She sailed with 
her mother on Sept. 26 last, on the cable ship Burnside, 
to join her father in Manila, and at that time was in 
such excellent health that her sudden illness and death 
came as a great surprise to ner relatives in this country. 
Lieut. James A. Woodruff, Engineer Corps, stationed 
at Fort Totten, is her brother, and her grandmother is 
Mrs. J. R. Duff, of New York City. 

Gen. George T. Anderson, a famous Confederate 
brigade commander and a veteran of the Mexican War, 
died in Anniston, Ala., April 5. He was 47 years old. 
He served under General Longstreet in the Virginia can- 
paign. 

Col. Robert Wallace, who died in Jersey City, N. J., 
April 5, served as a captain in the American Army in 
the Mexican War, and rose to the rank of colonel of a 
Western regiment in the Union Army in the Civil War. 

Capt. James Mott Trowbridge, 76 years old, died at 
his home, Brooklyn, N. Y., April 9, from heart diseaxe. 
He entered the U. S. M. A. July 1, 1841, served in the 
Civil War as a captain in the 16th U. 8S. Infantry, and 
resigned mi’ , 1864. He leaves a wife and two 
daughters. ne is the wife of Lieut. G. R. Salisbury, 
U. 8. N. Another daughter is the wife of Lieut. S. B. 
Thomas, assistant naval constructor, U. S. N. 

John H. Grove, M. D., LL. D., who served with dis- 
tinction Gnring the Civil War, upoelving the brevet of 
colonel, died April 6 at Philadelphia. e stood high in 
his profession. 

The Rev. Geo. Field Hunting, who died April 4 at 
Marshall], Mich., served as private, 12th Infantry, from 
November, 1861, to February, 1862, was then appointed 
2d lieutenant, 3d_ Artillery, promoted ist lieutenant in 
1864, and resigned Sept. 21, 1868, to enter the ministry. 

The body of the late Medical Director William Talia- 
ferro Hord, N., retired, was laid to rest in the 
National Cemetery, at Arlington, April 5. In accord- 
ance with the wish expressed by Dr. Hord before his 
death, the military features were dispensed with. Pre- 
vious to interment services were conducted in St. 
Thomas’ Church by Rev. Dr. J. A. Aspinwall. The 
honorary pallbearers were General Weston, Generat 
Looker, Medical Director Col. Felix Reeves, Senator 
Daniel, Rear Admiral Weaver and General Wilson, 
Chief of Engineers, the two latter representing the 
Loyal Legion, of which Dr. Hord was a member. An 
American flag draped the casket and the floral tributes 
were notable. 

Francis Stevens Conover, who died Ape 9, at Prince- 
ton, N. J., was the son of Commodore Thomas Anderson, 
Conover, was graduated from the Naval Academy early 
in the "50s, and sailed with Commodore Perry, in 
1853, on his first expedition to Japan, and resigned in 
1857. When the Civil War broke out he offered his 
services, and was put in command of the Isaac Smith, 
which was captured in Stone Inlet. He was paroled 
from Libby Prison by request of his uncle, James Chest- 
nut, a prominent South Carolinian, and was later ex- 
changed. 

Friends of Capt. E. P. Pendleton, 23d U. S. Inf., will 
deeply sympathize with him in the loss of his mother 
and sister, who died within a few days of each other. 
His mother, Mrs. Mary EK. Pendleton, died at Westerly, 
R: L, on April 5, of pneumonia, in the SOth year of her 
age, and his sister, Mary BE. Pendleton, died of the same 
disease, and at the same place, on March 31. 

Major George H. Palmer, U. 8. A., retired, a gallant 
veteran of the Civil War, and a medal of honor man, 
died near Harrison, Ill., April 7, from a congestive 
chill. He entered the Service in April, 1861, as a bugler 
in the Ist Illinois Cavalry, and later became a lieutenant 
and captain in the 83d Illinois. He was mustered out 
in June, 1865, and was appointed a 2d lieutenant of the 
27th U. S. Infantry on Jan. 22, 1867, and was retired, 
as a major of the 4th U. 8S. Infantry, Jan. 11, 1899. 
He was awarded a medal of honor for most distinguished 
oe ee in action at the battle of Lexington, Mo., Sept. 

8, 19 and 20, 1861, volunteering to fight in the trenches, 

and also leading a charge whicn resulted in the re- 
eapture of a Union hospital, together with the capture 
of a rebel sharpshooter then occupying the same., At 
the time of this gallant service he was serving as a 
bugler. 

Mr. James D. Power, who went to Manila in Novem- 
ber, 1900, to assist the Taft Philippine Commission in 
matters pertaining to the customs, died in San Fran- 
cisco, April 6, as the result of an operation. Mr. Power’s 
health was good when he left for the Philippines, and 
the fatal disease developed after reaching there. His 
widow and son, Niel Power, were with him when he 
died. Another son, Dr. Edmund M. Power, is in Wash- 
ington, as resident physician at- the Providence Hospital. 

Edward G. Stevens, who was graduated from the U. 
S. Military Academy and appointed a second lieutenant 
of the 5th U. 8S. Cavalry June 15, 1870, and resigned in 
December, 1871, was found dead in his room, in West 
28th street, New York City, April 10.

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STILL MANY A MILE TO THE MILENNIUM. 


That the world for many practical reasons, if not for 
all political purposes, may become one country before 
the twentieth century closes seems foreshadowed al- 
ready in some minor details, one of which is likely to 
extinguish that chief collector of the period, the phi- 
latelist. Already arrangements are being made to 
change the colors of the British stamps to bring them 
into agreement with those of other countries belonging 
to the Postal Union. Further, when all the world uses 
identical postage stamps as well as uniform signals at 
sea and the same code of telegraphy, the difficulties in 
the way of adopting identical coinage, a uniform code 
of weights and measures, and lastly an international 
language, will not long be allowed to bar the way of 
progress. We do not agree with the “Civil and Military 
Gazette,” which believes that when that period is 
reached the changes that will be necessary to make us 
all one nation will almost be mere questions of forms 
and ceremonies. The great questions dividing nations 
to-day deal with economics and religions, the prejudices 
attaching to which are too deep-rooted for even the 
most sanguine optimist to look for their complete eradi- 
eation in one hundred years. At the beginning of the 
twentieth century England is more seriously discussing 
than she has before for fifty years the necessity of im- 
posing import duties on products from other countries, 
and if she does this she will put up a greater barrier 
against international unification than little reforms like 
postal unions and a common system of weights and 
measures can offset. 

The convention of the Spanish-speaking people of 
Central and South America recently held in Madrid 
shows that the drift of the people of this continent is 
not as strongly towards the United States as one would 
have supposed fifty years ago would be the case at the 
opening of the new century. It is well to abate much 
of our zeal in the matter of predicting the rapid ad- 
vances that this old world of ours is to make in the 
next hundred years, which at the best make but a small 
period in the age of this earth. There has been no 
greater progress in the liberalizing of religion in the last 
century than took place in other individual centuries, 
yet we find practically the same gaps, the same chasms 
yawning between greater masses of the human race, 
and the bridge that is to span the abysses has not lifted 
itself out of the darkness of religious prejudice. Fifty 
years of ardent missionary effort in China has scarcely 
made an impression upon the paganism of China, and 
while Japan has adopted many European customs, it 
may be said that she is scarcely less tenacious than be- 
fore of her religious customs and beliefs. Turkey and 
all those regions owning the Sultan’s sway are as darkly 
Moslem as they were half a century ago, while progress 
of government has not been as rapid as those who as- 
sisted at the founding of this republic must have ex- 
pected. 

What philosopher a century ago would have be- 
lieved after the establishment of the American re- 
public that the next century would open with all the 
nations of Europe as monarchial as then, with one ex- 
ception, and that exception a country that had already 
been a republic? Yet that is the spectacle that confronts 
the optimist to-day who takes a survey of the European 
field. With the solitary exception of France not a 
republic has been added to the list of popular govern- 
ments, and to offset this we see the concentration of 
the little German states into one mighty empire, 
whose language threatens to contest with English the 
right to be called a world tongue. In the Low 
Countries, where once so fiercely raged the war against 
Spanish and all forms of mediaeval tyranny, it has been 
long, very long, since there has been heard even a whis- 
per against the prerogatives of the King. 

As long as intelligent peoples meekly go along gen- 
eration after generation, accepting without murmur the 
claims of royal authority, it is too much to expect that a 
few years will witness such a change in their political 
and economic thought that it will be but the threshold to 
the temple of universal brotherhood. The mere getting 
rid of the monarchies of Europe is a sufficiently stupen- 
dous task to engage the best energies of that continent 
for a hundred years, and if popular government shall 
be enthroned at the end of the century where now 
scepters sway, there will be ample reason for congratu- 
lation and no ground for repining that the progress has 
not been more rapid and more comprehensive.

THE ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 

As one of our: correspondents has questioned the 
accuracy of the statement concerning the adoption of an 
automatie pistol, appearing on page 716 of the Army 
and Navy. Journal, of March 23, we have made in- 
-quiries and find the facts as follows: 

For many months, not to say years, the Ordnance 
Department of the Army has been experimenting witi 
automatic: pistols and it has been a subject of consider- 
able comment and-adverse criticism by line officers that 





their recommendations were so long delayed. In one of 
the subsidiary reports, published with the last annual 
report of the Chief of Ordnance, the following para- 
graph appears: “The pistol (Colt automatic) is a suit- 
able arm for use in the United States Service, and it 
possesses numerous advantages over the revolver.” 
The Colt weapon is the only one approved by the Ord- 
nance Department, but it is true that they recommended 
that several of the pistols be purchased for additional 
trial before final adoption. 

Although the Board of Ordnance and Fortifications is, 
under the law, supposed to determine types of arms for 
adoption, the Ordnance Department has never referred 
the matter of the automatic pistol to that board, but 
made, direct to the Secretary of War, what was inter- 
preted as equivalent to a recommendation that the Colt 
weapon be selected. The Board of Ordnance and Fortifi- 
cations has, however, made an independent test of both 
the Colt pistol and the Luger, with the result that the 
Luger has been found to be, in the opinion 6f the board, 
far superior to the Colt, from. all points of view. Re- 
cent tests show that the shape of the Luger is better 
than that of the Colt; that the Luger fired 116 shots per 
minute against 40 for the Colt, and that out of a total 
of 30 shots fired at a target from the Luger 24 struck 
home and when the same man fired at the same target 
28 shots from the Colt he was only able to make 9 
targets. 

Our correspondent says: “An unfortunate impression 
exists in the minds of some officers that there is a studied 
attempt on the part of the Army and Navy Journal 
to discredit the Ordnance Department in every possible 
way, and thus incidentally, perhaps, to professionally 
assist the other branches of the Service. This I cannot 
believe to be your intention.” 

Our correspondent may be quite sure that such is 
not our intention, and that our sole purpose, so far as we 
may criticise at all, is to improve the Ordnance Service, 
and thus to place it on a firmer foundation in the ap- 
proval and good will of the Army as a whole, whose 
interests it is intended to serve. What the Ordnance 
greatly needs, as it seems to us, is the capacity for 
combining thorough study with prompt decision. What- 
ever we may adopt in the way of warlike weapons is, 
according to past experience, almost certain to be anti- 
quated with time, but that is no sufficient reason for 
discarding it, or too long delaying its adoption. It is a 
common experience with large manufacturing concerns 
to renew their plant, or a portion of it, at frequent 
intervals; not because it is worn out, but because it is 
antiquated. Manufacturers who do not keep step with 
the procession in this way are certain to be distanced 
by enterprising rivals. It is so with nations. We should 
not be left behind by others. We have the most intelli- 
gent, the most energetic, and the most inventive popula- 
tion of any country, and their talents turned in the 
direction of warlike invention should, under proper en- 
couragement, put us in advance of all the world. The 
Ordnance Department is the one that deals with inven- 
tion and it should be controlled by a broad and liberal 
spirit. If it is so controlled, under the present man- 
agement, the fact has some how been concealed from 
our knowledge. We are open to conviction and are 
quite ready to confess our error when it is pointed out. 
Meanwhile we can assure our Ordnance friends that 
we have nothing but good will toward them individually 
and collectively, and that our sole purpose is to make 
the service to which they belong an honor to the Army 
in respect to brilliancy in conception and intelligence 
and vigor in execution.

TRUTH TELLING AMONG FILIPINOS. 


Among the many difficulties which confront the courts 
of Manila to-day, there is no problem harder to deal 
with than the natural proclivity of the Filipino char- 
acter to prevarication. It seems to the American visitor 
to the islands that the native has no conception of truth 
and feels no compunction in regard to lying. Unless 
some incentive be offered, so as to bias him one way or 
the other, he would apparently just as lief misstate the 
facts as to tell the unvarnished truth. Time and again in 
the courts of the Philippine capital, according to a con- 
temporary from Luzon, after a witness has perjured 
bears unreality on its very face, the Judge will ask him 
himself up to the hilt with some weird creation which 
if he himself believes his own story. With a smile as 
bland and innocent as that of the new-born baby he will 
answer “No.” . There is no evidence of shame or confu- 
sion; no apprehension of wrong. His very manner is a 
testimonial to the fact of his irresponsibility. 

This trait of the Filipino nature reveals to the student 
of character whole volumes of the history of the races 
that people these islands. We do not fully agree with 
the Manila ‘limes,’ which says that it enables one to 
see at a glance the centuries of obliquity of vision which 
have resulted in the present chronic condition of moral 
strabismus. Nor are we ready to admit that this char- 
acteristic of prevarication among Oriental peoples be- 
comes still more pronounced when compared with the 
prevailing truthfulness of European races. Without go- 
ing as far away as Europe for the purposes of argument, 
we may confine ourselves instructively to New York 
alone. We have been in police courts in that city when 
so great has been the lying by a cloud of witnesses on 
both sides, that the Judge, in despair of human nature, 
has shooed them all out of court as one would drive off 
a brood of chickens. We have been informeu by Ju 
that in suits involving the presence in court of a certain 
class of people he is at his wits’ end to decide on the 
merits of the case, as he is thoroughly convinced that 
one side or the other is lying, and that if one side tells 





the truth it is not particularly from choice, but rather 
because there is something material to be gained by it. 

Crossing the Atlantic we find in La Belle France a 
clue to what appears an inborn tendency to prevarica- 
tion. A resident of the Midi living near the British 
Channel once told us that he would not believe a certain 
man, and to our question why, he said simply because 
the person was a resident of a certain section of the 
country where the word of the inhabitants was worth- 
less. Inquiry of philosophic Frenchmen revealed the 
fact that it seemed to be generally taken for granted 
that this tendency toward prevarication was something 
those particular people should be pitied rather than 
blamed for. The section of the country’ which they 
inhabited had in the Middle Ages been often occupied 
in turn by the French and the English, and the people 
were accordingly compelled to adapt themselves to dit- 
ferent sets of conquerers with considerable frequency. 
This bred in them an elasticity of conscience which seems 
to be developed in conquered races on the same principle 
that a small boy will try evasion and falsehood when 
a threatening adult comes thundering at him with an 
inquiry. A conquered race stands in the position of the 
small boy, and if the people do not sink their enmity and 
seek to make the best of their situation it is only natural! 
that deception will come to mark all their dealings with 
their hated rulers. 

In the case of the Filipinos, they have detested the 
rule of the Spaniards for centuries, but, unequal to the 
task of throwing off the yoxe, they accepted it sullenly, 
and better to mask their sentiments and place them- 
selves less in the power of their oppressors they used al! 
the evasions and prevarications they could employ. There 
is no particular reason to belieye that this characteristic 
will not commence to disappear in a large measure as 
they come to enjoy self-government under the protection 
of the United States and as the conditions pass away 
which bred suspicien and hatred of the governing class. 
People don’t lie from choice, as a general rule. There is 
just as much pleasure in sticking to the truth as there 
is in telling falsehoods, and tnere must be a strong com- 
pelling motive that will make a people naturally as sim- 
ple as the Filipinos take refuge in lying. 





ADDITIONAL NUMBERS CREATE VACANCIES. 


In accordance with the views expressed in the Army 
and Navy Journal of April G the Secretary of the Navy 
has decided that vacancies caused by the promotion of 
officers, who thereby become additional numbers in their 
grades, shall be counted as creating vacancies within the 
meaning of Sections 8 and 9 of the Personnel act. The 
final settlement of this exceedingly important point has 
been awaited with the keenest interest and anticipation 
by officers of the Navy, as the question involved bears 
directly upon the matter of voluntary and compulsory 
retirements at the end of the present fiscal year. As has 
been stated, several officers have already applied for 
voluntary retirement, with advanced rank, under the 
provisions of Section 8 of the Personnel act, but the 
decision of Secretary Long will prevent the granting of 
their applications. It is stated at the Navy Department 
that many other officers have unofficially signified their 
intention to apply for voluntary retirement, and have 
only been awaiting the decision upon the question of 
whether the recent promotions in the Navy for war 
services would be regarded as creating vacancies as 
intended under the Personnel act. After a long and 
careful study of the many questions involved, the Acting 
Judge Advocate General of the Navy, Mr. E. l’. Hanna, 
rendered an opinion in the matter, to which the Secretary 
of the Navy has concurred in the following official 
letter: 

“Referring to the Bureau’s memorandum of the 25th 
ultimo, asking ‘to be informed if the promotion of officers 
advanced by number, who become, under the law, addi- 
tional numbers in their grades when they are promoted, 
shall be considered as creating vacancies in junior grades 
within the meaning of Sections 8 and 9 of the Personnel 
act,’ there is transmitted herewith an opinion on the 
subject by the acting judge advocate general, with whose 
conclusion the Department concurs. Vacancies caused 
by the promotion of officers, who thereby become addi- 
tional numbers in their grades, will, accordingly, be 
eounted as within the meaning of Sections 8 and 9 of 
the Personnel act, and will so far reduce the voluntary 
and compulsory retirements thereunder. In this con- 
nection attention is called to the fact that the provisions 
of Sections 8 and 9 of the Personnel act relate to ‘the 
average vacancies for the fiscal years subsequent to the 
passage of this act.’ The average of the vacancies oc- 
curring during the current and preceding fiscal years 
since the passage of the act must accordingly be taken.” 

In concluding his long and interesting opinion on this 
question, Mr. Hanna says: “The present condition of 
the Navy list indicates that if the vacancies caused by 
‘extras’ are counted, it will not be necessary to com- 
pulsorily retire any officers this year. If not counted, 
probably four captains and fwo lieutenants will be forced 
out of the Service under Section 9, and this in the face 
of the fact that the number of vacancies prescribed 
in these sections has, in fact, occurred during the year, 
and the flow of promotion consequent thereupon, which 
was the object of the selections, has been actually se 
cured. For the foregoing reasons I am of the opinion 
that the vacancies occasioned in the Navy list by the 
advancement and promotion of officers who have become 
additional numbers in their grades should be counted in 
computing the number of vacancies prescribed by Sec- 
tions 8 and 9 of the Personnel act. If this conclusion 
is accepted by the Department its effect will be to re- 
duce, and, in the present condition of the Navy list, to 
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render unnecessary voluntary retirements under Section 
s, or compulsory retirements under Section 9.” 

Captain Lemly, the Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy, has written as follows in regard to the opinion 
of Mr. Hanna: “Upon consideration of the foregoing 
opinion, on return to duty, and after examination of the 
number of vacancies which have heretofore occurred 
during the current fiscal year, I find, while concurring 
in the principles enunciated, that the effect of approval 
of this opinion, while not entirely doing away with the 
necessity for voluntary retirements, will, in the present 
state of the list, decrease the number to be voluntarily 
retired, and will, apparently, render compulsory retire- 
ments unnecessary.” 

Secretary Long’s approval of this opinion will be the 
cause of no little disappointment to those officers who 
contemplated voluntary retirement this year, many of 
whom, as we have stated, have already made applica- 
tion to the Navy Department. It is generally conceded, 
however, that the construction given to the act is the 
only possible one, following the intent of the Personnel 
uct. 

According to the present indications and notwithstand- 
ing what is held in the opinion of Mr. Hanna, it may 
be possible to this year allow the privilege of voluntary 
retirement to two commanders and four lieutenant com- 
manders in the Navy. There cannot be any voluntary 
retirement in the other grades, and in case other retire- 
1.ents from natural causes occur before June 30 it may 
not even be possible to voluntarily retire the number 
of officers mentioned. 


IDENTIFICATION OF SOLDIERS’ REMAINS. 


Melancholy but instructive are the data contained in 
(he report to the War Department by Chaplain Charles 
C. Pierce, U. S. A., on the identification of the dead in 
(he Philippines. The report is dated Feb..19, 1901, and 
<upplements the article we published in our issue of 
March 23 on the Manila morgue. Chaplain Pierce’s 
connection with this work began on March 29, 1899, 
und he continued at it till Dec. 16, 1900, when he lett 
tor the United States on sick leave. The report refers 
to the solicitude of Major General Otis in the matter 
f guarding the interests of the bereaved ones at home 
ud of showing respect for the dead. Chaplain Pierce 
was directed to supervise the embalming of remains, 
2 work not previously attempted. This proved no easy 
ask, owing to the rapidly decomposing effects of the 
limate, and the embalming fluids, which proved alto- 
vether too weak for the work of preservation. Until 
he American occupation embalming was regarded as 
mpossible at Manila, the Spanish law requiring burial 
within 24 hours after death. Twelve men with experi- 
ence in the States as embalmers were employed, but their 
work was a failure owing to the insufficient strength of 
the fluids. 

Fortune at last favored the conscientious and devoted 
chaplain in sending to his assistance Otis H. Bowers, 
then a private in the Hospital Corps who had had some 
training in embalming work and, better still, had a 
mind tertile in expedients. Experiments in improving 
the embalming fluids and adapting them to the climate 
were begun, and after repeated failures resulted in com- 
plete success, a combination at last being discovered 
that has given an “unfailing formula for tropical work.” 
So infallible has this proved to be that though since 
then hundreds of cases have been treated involving 
sometimes detention in the morgue for months, not a 
failure has occurred, a record for which the Army 
and its friends should be duly grateful. Chaplain 
Pierce says: “Too much credit cannot be given to 
Private Bowers for his marvellous zeal and fidelity 
throughout times which were trying in the extreme. 
| commend Mr. Bowers to the Department for his tire- 
less devotion and his absolutely faultless work.” 

The work of identification was not less difficult and 
engrossing. Chaplain Pierce, at the request of the 
Chief Surgeon of the 8th Army Corps, undertook the 
task of completing the identification of already buried 
“unknowns.” At the beginning the chaplain had only 
me private of the Hospital Corps as an assistant. The 
first work was the inspection of the hospital records 
of 6,000 patients. After three months of unremitting 
labor in morgue and office till 1 and 2 a. m. each day 
Chaplain Pierce completed a list of all the dead. Re- 
peated visits to the various burial places for the pur- 
pose of checking the graves already marked resulted 
n a perfect balance between the number of unmarked 
graves and the number of dead not definitely located. 

Though these bodies had been buried and had dis- 
integrated to such an extent as to lose all facial char- 
icteristies, the chaplain had them disinterred and person- 
uly conducted the inexpressibly repulsive work of their 
identification, finding in every case absolute proofs of 
identity before allowing them to be shipped to their homes 
for final burial. He says of this task: “No amount of 
remuneration could tempt me to repeat the process, 
unless, as in this case, the grewsome work would save 
some heartbroken mother or wife from mourning over 
the fact that the grave of her dead could never be 
located with certainty.” 

Each body as identified was clothed in uniform and 
placed in a coffin, together with a sealed bottle contain- 
ing the name, rank and organization. A tag contain- 
ing the same data was placed on the outside of the 
coffin and the whole draped with the flag, to await the 
hour of burial. Commanding officers were immediately 
notified by wire and a verification of names, etc., re- 
juested. he holding*of a religious service in each case 
has been the invariable rule. 

The chaplain gives forms of the various blanks he 
has evolved as a result of his wide experience for, the 
identification of remains. To such a business basis has 
Chaplain Pierce reduced the working of the morgue 
that whenever the organization to which the deceased 
belonged is stated, a telegram is at once sent to the 
company commander asking for verification. Should 
the company not be known, tracers are sent out along 
the route by which the body came to the morgue. Every 
day a morning report is sent by messenger to the chief 
surgeon for a comparison of data with such as may 
have been sent to him by medical officers. 

The report recommends that tags made of aluminum 
be issued to all officers and enlisted men of the Army 
and that the tag bear the name, rank and regiment of 
the wearer. These, it says, should be worn about the 
neck constantly, so that the dead may be more costly 
iden’ The report points out that the early exped 





tions to the Philippines were provided with similar 
marks ta Gti on. 
ravages of a 

delay in obtaining dis’ and in those 
cases where bodies are not immediately found, it would 
be but guarding the interests of the Government and sor- 
rowing families to order the wearing of a tag, which 
would be a souvenir of the service ordinarily, but in 
the unhappy event of death, would insure error 
in the shipment of remains.” 

The chaplain says it is desired to have in the central 
office of identification all the data necessary for pro» 
identification and he dwells on the ey! of having 
the address of relatives. The at care the chaplain 
has taken in preventing taesiiian upon the surgeon 
who signed the death certificate is another evidence that 
Chaplain Pierce possesses the rare and admirable com- 
bination of religious zeal and practical bus‘ness ability, 
and sorowing relatives from Maine to California ma 
well thank him for giving them back their beloved dead. 

It is gratifying to know that the new morgue at 
Manila, largely the result of the Chaplain’s represen- 
tations on the subject and the hearty eupey with 
his purposes on the part of the authorities, adequate 
to the demands made upon it. Three experienced em- 
balmers are at present employed and the equipment of 
the establishment is thorough. ‘ 

During the last six months of his incumbency Priv- 
ate Chas. H. Vanderpool of the Hospital Corps assisted 
in the “clerical services,” a term not 4 cise enough to 
define the nature of the work, which, however, was 
sufficiently “loyal and assiduous” to merit this designa- 
tion in the chaplain’s report. The assistance of Chap- 
lain Walter Marvine, who conducted funerals for some 
months till ordered to China with the 9th Infantry, 
was of “great service.” In November 1900 the under- 
mining of his health by his long and laborious work 
compelled Chaplein Pierce to give up his duties. Of 
Chaplain Gain S. Walkley, who succeeded him, the 
report records that he has shown “great interest in the 
work” and, what is especially satisfactory, “is particu- 
larly careful in all matters of detail.” Chaplain Pierce 
closes his report with recommendations of a technical 
nature for promoting identification of remains. 


WARRANT CARPENTERS WANTED FOR NAVY. 


Owing to only three applicants having been accepted 
out of the twenty-three that were examined for car- 
penters in the Navy, there still remain ten vacancies, 
and the Navy Department, being desirous of filling these, 
has decided to hold examinations on May 1, 1901, at 
the Navy Yards, New York and Philadelphia. All ap- 
plicants must apply to the Secretary of the Navy, Navy 
Department, Washington, D. C. ; 

Applicant to be eligible must fulfill the following re- 
quirements: He must be not less than 21 nor more than 
30 years of age: he must be a goed, mechanic, having a 
general knowledge of —— shipbuilding in wood, 
iron and steel, and of the qualities and strength of the 
materials used therein; he must be able to read plans, 
make working sketchts, furnish estimates of cost of 
work and keep account of stores; he must understand 
in general the care and lg pene of ships, their 
equipment and fittings, and the care and operation of 
such apparatus and machinery as he may equi 
to look after on board ship, and be familiar with the 
precautions necessary to be taken in docking and un- 
docking ship. The carpenter is one of the assistants to 
the executive officer, especially in all that relates to his 
work as construction officer; he shall also tapped: such 
other duties as may be assigned him. The applicant 
will receive an appointment as acting carpenter, and 
will, when practicable, be attached to the construction 
department of a navy yard for at least six months before 
being ordered to a seagoing vessel. After serving one 
year at sea, if so recommended by his commanding offi- 
cer, he shall receive a warrant as carpenter bearing the 
same date as his acting appointment. After ten years 
from the date of warrant, carpenters will be commis- 
sioned chief carpenters, to rank with but after ensigns. 
Tne pay of an acting carpenter is: First three years— 
at sea, $1,200; on shore, Second three years—at 
sea, $1,300; on shore, $1,000. Third three years—at sea, 
$1,400; on shore, $1,300. Fourth three years—at sea, 

1,600; on shore, $1,300. After twelve years, at sea, 

1,800; on shore, $1,600. 7 ; 

They also receive thirty cents per day in lieu of ration. 
The pay of chief carpenter (after ten years service) is the 
same on shore as at sea, $1,400, plus 20 per an, a 
and commutation for quarters ($288), total, $1,968. 

Medical attendance and medicines free, but like every 
other person in the Navy, twenty cents per month is de- 
ducted for the hospital fund. n reaching 62 years 
of age carpenters are retired on three-fourths pay. 
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SOME QUESTIONS ON NEGRO OFFICERS. 


A negro correspondent, formerly a private of infantry, 
says: “Why are there no negro officers in the Regular 
Army, other than four chaplains and one Ist lieutenant? 
Who is responsible for the assertion made in a copy of 
the Army and Navy Journal, 1900, that ‘degradation 
would follow recognition of the blacks?

Before they would 
honor or recognize a negro soldier with every experience 
necessary to perform every duty of an officer both 
clericall~ and tactically, the Government would bestow 
the honor upon some inexperienced and ungraduated 
white brother. The people in civil life cannot see these 
conditions like one who has been in the Army. The 
white man’s prejudice followed the negro to the teen ff 

ines, ten thousand miles from_where it originated.

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RECOVERING CARTER’S MONEY. 


Colonel J. W. Clous, Deputy J. A. General, has been 
in Washington this week assisting the Attorney General 
in the preparation of the case before the U. 8S. Supreme 
Court in the matter of the application of Oberlin 
M. Carter for a habeas corpus. There is an expecta- 
tion that not only will the conviction of Carter stand 
the first test of the courts, but that most of the money 
taken will be recovered by the Government. Carter’s 
Peovortion of the “profits” is estimated at $722,000. 

f this $690,000 has n traced and steps for its recov- 
ery will soon be taken by the Department of J 
It is in “gilt edged” securities and real estate around 
New York. If those alleged to have conspired with 
Carter should be convicted as he was, the amount tha 
went to them may also be recovered. The total “boodle” 
is estimated at 500,000. The New York **Tribune” 
says: “Army officers, from Lieutenant-General Miles 
and Adjutant-General Corbin down to those of the 
lowest grades, declare that in some respects Oberlin M.

SANITARY MEASURES IN MANILA. 


The sanitary census of Manila taken by Lieut, Harry 
L. Gilchrist, (Asst. Surg., U. 8. A.) shows: appalling 
instances of overcrowding. In one building 716 Chinese 
eat, sleep and live together, while in still another house 
the total of occupants reaches the almost incredible 
figure of 1208, of whom over a thousand are Chinese. 
The publication of these figures is an index of the’ mam- 
moth task the Board of Health has undertaken in com- 
puting Manila’s population, and of the difficult proposition 
its officers have before them in controlling the spread of 
sickness and infectious diseases. Undoubtedly the re- 
sult of the census, says the Manila “Times,” will be 
the limitation of these conditions. 

In view of these facts it is interesting to learn how 
the Board of Health stands prepared to handle the 
appearance of any dangerous utsease which threatens 
an epidemic, such, for instance, as the plague. All day 
long while the inspectors are making their rounds there 
stands outside the Preboste, ready at a moment's call, 
an ambulance, dead wagon, and two carts with disin- 
fecting paraphernalia. ‘These carts are painted yellow. 
Each contains a Deming force pump, a hose length, and 
a greatly of carbolic solution. 

_The pumps are capable of throwing a stream of the 
disinfecting solution over a building a hundred feet high, 
and houses where plague or smallpox is discovered are 
sprinkled by this within and without. The more valu- 
able clothing in the house is placed in a cupboard under 
the cart and carried to the steam disinfecting plant south 
of the Bridge of Spain. The ambulance and carts are 
able to reach any part of the city in 20 minutes, and 
a case reported by telephone is promptly attended to 
by the application of these measurers. 
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That the conditions of life in a great city like New 
York are not so unequal as the censorious are disposed 
to argue is shown by the fact that in the more luxur- 
ious quarters of the town the death rate is higher than in 
the slums. Statistics cited by the “National Provision- 
er” show that in the 13th ward down town, where the 
population is 539.5 to an acre, the deaths during the 
last quarter of 1900 were one in 289 of population and 
for children under five years of age one in 536. The 
12th ward in Harlem, where the population is onl 
61.6 to an acre, shows one death during the same 
or one in 160 and of children under five one in 355. 
From this it would appear that uncomfortable and 
crowded domiciles are only one of the factors determin- 
ing the question of health or disease in a great city. 
Physical exercise, such as a workingman gets in 
daily routine, a nourishing in preference to a luxurious 
diet, freedom from the convention which compels an 
adherence to certain fixed methods are others equall 
important. The workingman enjoying his frugal lw 
of bread and cheese, or the savory onion, was down 
with a pint of beer, with his system put into the best 

ible condition for assimilating food by partes labor 
s really getting more enjoyment out his food than the 
wealthy broker or banker culling from the endless bill of 
fare of his down town club. The moral of al! this is 
that there is much foolish talk about the inequality of 
human conditions. The varying experiences of mili- 
tary life teach Army men that what are 
as hardships are not necessarly misfortunes, and that 
the simplest conditions may after all be the most en- 
joyable, and those best fitted to promote health, happi- 
ness and longvity.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Three ships of war were launched in one day of March 
in England and on the day following. They were the 
jattleships Allermark and Montague, 14,000 tons each, 
and the cruisers Drake and Kent. 

The U. 8S. S. Alliance, which has been undergoing 
repiirs at the Navy Yard, New York, will shortly’ be 
rady for commission. Comdr. 8. P. Comly has been 
lected to command her, and will superintend her fitting 
out. 

The U. 8. Steam collier Alexander will load with 
coal at Baltimore and take her departure for Yokohama 





as soon as loaded. This vessel will carry a cargo ot 


not less than 5,500 tons of bituminous coal. 

The U. 8S. 8. Bancroft fulfills the sailor’s simile of 
wing as “useless as a spare pump,” for it has been 
jemonstrated that this vessel is not large enough for 
academic employment at Annapolis, and is too small 
for gunboat service at sea. So it has been deter- 
mined to place her in indefinite ordinary, either at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard or perhaps at New York. It has 
been suggested that surveying duty in home waters 
would be well within the limited anpecty of the vessel, 
439 tons, but in the present state of the personnel it 
has been impossible to heed the suggestion. 

The U. S. training ship Lancaster, having com- 
pleted her repairs at Boston, and made a short stop 
at Tomkinsville, N. Y., has left for Port Royal where 
she will await further orders before proceeding on the 


summer cruise. 
The Annapolis, Wompatuck, Piscataqua and Frolic, 
the “Mosquito Fleet,” under command of Comdr. Kari 


Rohrer, N., sailed April 1 from Colombo cn 
route for Singapore, a distance of about 1,600 miles, 
and will go from Singapore to Manila, 1,500 miles, 
which the fleet will steam in about six days, so that 
by the last of the present month this addition to the 
Asiatie Station should be effectively engaged in the 
duty to be assigned by the Commander-in-Chief of the 
squadron, 

The battleship Kentucky excited much favorable com- 
ment from the British officials on the occasion of the 
recent docking at Kowloo, Hong-Kong, and their praise 
was hearty and spontaneous for her model construc- 
tion and general outfit. Of course the double, or super- 
posed turrets, came in for a-due amount of criticism, 
the principal objection being the fact that the two 
tiers of guns depend upon a single mechanism for their 
operation. 

The number thirteen seems to be of bad omen for 
the Kentucky. A second accident to a 13-inch shell has 
set the ordnance people to thinking and brought to the 
notice of the naval world the fact that these shells are 
not easy things to manufacture. It is not believed they 





are dangerous, but in view of the defects which must 
exist in them it is probable no more will be issued: for 
service until a careful investigation has determined 
their weak spots. 

The contract for the foundations of the new build- 
ings for the Naval Academy, Annapolis, Md., has been 
let to a Philadelphia firm and the work will be com- 
menced at once and pushed to —— with all speed. 
These buildings, when finished, will accommodate no iess 
than five hundred cadets, and the plan of construction 
permits additions to be made whenever the requirements 
of the future may demand it without modifying the 
architecture in any degree. The cost of the completed 
buildings will be in the neighborhood of three million 
dollars, and they will be a credit alike to the Naval 
Academy and to the country. It is believed they will 
compare of favorably with any Government constructions 
outside of Washington, and for educational purposes 
will be far superior fo anything known. retary 
Long has taken a deep interest in this rehabilitation 
of the Naval Academy, and it is largely due to his 
persistent efforts that such excellent progress has been 
made in the initial steps necessary to insure a prompt 
completion of the various edifices under construction 
at Annapolis. 

‘The determination of Secretary Long to have a proper 
Naval representative at the exercises commemorating 
the opening of the first Federal Parliament at Mel- 
bourne, Australia, is receiving most favorable comments 
from all quarters. The Brooklyn has been_temporaril 
detached from the squadron on the Asiatic Station, and, 
unler command of Rear Admiral george C. Remey, U 
8. N., will be at Melbourne from May 6 to May 9 next. 
lt is beginning to be understood at the Department that 
Admiral Remey may not again return to the Philippines, 
ut from Australia the Brooklyn may be diverted from 
the Asiatic Station and return to the United States 
tin the Cape, the arrival of Rear Admiral Rodgers at 
Cavite being the one thing required for the return of 
Admiral Remey to this country. It is said that the 
Brooklyn may remain in Australian waters for some 
on siderable time after the opening of the Federal Parlia- 
meat, but nothing certain can be ascertained at the 
Department in this connection. 


‘The “Scientific American” of April 13 says: “When 
the last Congress adjourned without making any pro- 
vision for new battleships and cruisers—the first time 
such an omission has been made in ten years—the United 
St:tes Navy was set back among the growing Navies 
of the world by just twelve months in time, and by ex- 
actly the number of battleships and cruisers which repre- 
seots the average annual addition, that should be made 
at this time to our Navy, if we are to maintain even 
our present relative standing among the world’s powers.”

The battleship Iowa has arrived at Bre Wash., 
and will go into dock at that place for an e ve over- 
hauling and repair. The fine dry-dock at Bremerton has 
done excellent service since its construction, and is capa- 
ble of typo & largest vessel possessed by the Gov- 
ernment on Pacific Coast. Following the overhaul- 
ing to be given to the Iowa, the Wisconsin and the 
Oregon, on their return from the Philippines, will engage 
the services of the dock, and from present appearances 
it is quite likely that the Bremerton Navy Yard will be 
the scene of activity for the next six months. 

The prospect for sending the Wisconsin to the Asiatic 
Station as the relief of the battleship Oregon is, accord- 
ing to the ideas prevailing at the Navy Department, not 
very flattering. It is believed that in consequence of the 
capture of Agunialdo the political situation in the Phili 
pines will speedily ameliorate to an extent which will 
enable the naval force in the Archipelago to be materially 
reduced, and as the necessity for la craft depends 
upon the political situation the battleships will give wa, 
to gunboats and smaller craft. 

Secretary Long has annulled the contract with the 
Columbian Iron Works of Baltimore, Md., for the tor- 
pedo boat Tingey. because of its failure to complete the 
vessel within a reasonable time or show evidence of an 
intention and ability to do so. A board of officers will 
soon be appointed to appraise the value of the work 
already done on the boat, for which the Columbian Iron 
Works will receive credit. The Government will invite 
competition from the various shipbuilding yards in the 
country for the completion of the work. 

The U. S. S. Scorpion has been detailed to attend the 
Confederate reunion at Memphis, Tenn., on May 
and will at once sail for the Mississippi en route for 
Memphis.

At last accounts the U. 8S. Training Ship Essex was at 
St. Thomas, on April 1, and was to remain there a short 
time before proceeding to San Juan de Porto Rico. 
well on board, and the cruise, up to date, has been 
uneventful. 

There will be a model sick bay at the Pan-American 
Exposition, which is now bein 9 a under the direc- 
tion of Naval Constructor illiam J. Baxter, head of 
the Department of Construction and Repair at the 
Charleston Navy Yard, in accordance with an order 
from the Navy Department. The model will be on the 
same scale as those on the largest of the United States 
battleships, and will be fully equipped even to the small- 
est details. It will be finished and shipped to Buffalo 
by the middle of April. 

The Army transport Rawlins, while loading for’ Cuba 
at the dock at the foot of Pacific street, Brooklyn, N 
Y., caught fire in her hold, on April 10, and what with 
the amount of water poured into her from fire-boats and 
engines ashore, the vessel gave a list to starboard, taking 
in so much more water that she sank. She hes submerged 
almost to the top of her hurricane deck. The ship’s 
pumps, it is said, failed to work properly. It is sur- 
mised that the fire may have been caused either from 
spontaneous combustion or through some defect in the 
electric wiring. The hull and machinery of the vessel 
are uninjured, but her interior will have to be com- 

letely refitted. The stores are all ruined, and the total 
oss is estimated at $65,000. The Rawlins was formerly 
the Old Dominion steamer Yorktown. 

The Secretary of the Navy received word on April 8 
that the torpedo boat Perry, which is being built by the 
Union Iron Works, of San Francisco, had not come u 
to her required speed of 29 knots in a _ recent official trial. 
The best speed she could make was 28.2 knots an honr, 
but the Navy Department will accept the vessel at $259,- 
000, instead of $283,000, the contract price. © 

A series of tests have been in progress at the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard to determine the durability pf what is 
known as the Hutchinson burner, for fuel oil on torpedo 
boats. It is said the tests were very successful. 

The collier Merrimac, which was blown up and sunk 
in the harbor of Santiago, Cuba, by Lieutenant Hobson 
in 1898, was successfully destroyed by dynamite on 
April 6.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., April 9, 1901. 

The Navy Department has issued invitations to mem- 
bers of Congress to name candidates for the entrance 
examinations to the Naval Academy to be held on May 
15 and Sept. 1. It rests with members to designate the 
date of examination, but, under a misapprehension, it 
appears, most of the candidates are being named for 
the May examinations. These are but seven weeks off, 
and the amount of work to be covered is so great that 


many appointees feel themselves unable to accomplish 
it. In fact, a number have lately made trips to Annap- 
olis from distant States, only to find it out of the ques- 
tion to prepare in the short time remaining before the 
May examinations, and have returned home. In several 
eases great hardship was suffered on account of the 
inability of the parents to pay the expenses of such a 
trip, and Congressmen would do well to bear this in 
mind and be considerate in the matter of granting more 
time to their appointees. The requirements for Anna- 
polis are far in advance of those for West Point, and 
youths must be well prepared in order to enter the 
aval Academy. ‘There are 176 vacancies for 1901 and 
the process of selection of the best will, undoubtedly, 
be adopted. It is the wish of the Academy authorities 
to get in all the Cadets possible in May so as to send 
them on the practice cruise and thus “lick them into 
shape” by the time the school ve-oqeys in September. 

W. J. H. Reass, of Wheeling, . Va., reported for 
examination on Monday at the Naval Academy, as a 
candidate for admission. He will be twenty years old 
on April 11, and the Department has favored him with 
a special examination. If he was relegated to the May 
examinations, he would be beyond the age limit to enter 
the Naval Academy. ‘ 

The final trial of the torpedo-boat Shubrick took place 
Friday in the Chesapeake bay, off Annapolis, The con- 
tract requirements were: ‘That the vessel should sus- 
tain a speed of 26 knots for two consecutive hours. 
After a preliminary run, in which the machinery acted 

erfectly, the Government officials pronounced the 

hubrick a success. The actual speed maintained was 
26.088 knots for the required time. This means that 
in two hours’ time the Shubrick covered a distance of 
more than 60 land miles. The order to make time was 
given just as Thomas’ Point light-house was passed. 
At the end of the first five minutes it was found that 
the vessel was slightly behind the required speed. At 
the next count of five minutes she had settled into a 
steady rate of over 26 knots. Commander Hemphill, 
chairman of the trial board, announced the trial a 
success, and the Shubrick then returned to the Naval 
Atademy. ; ‘ 

Counsellor Moss, for the city of Annapolis, has noti- 
fied the Government that the city will deed, for the 
use of the Academy, the portions of Governor, Bridge, 
Hanover, King George and Water streets, needed in 
taking in the section lying between and contiguous to 
these strets. The Government will open a street fort 
feet wide, alongside the new acquisition, pave it wit 
vitrified brick, keep it in repair and build _a bulkhead 
at the foot of Hanover street. 

Candidates for admission to the Naval Academy are 
increasing in numbers here. 

The proposed electric railway system, from Washing- 
ton to Baltimore, with a lateral branch to Annapolis, is 
in line with the hopes of the Naval Academy officers 
and residents, who long for a direct route between the 
Academy and Washington. In Washington also the 
naval element wishes to be in close touch with their 
naval institution.

RELATIVE RANK. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Relative rank is a very interesting subject just now, 
especially to the subalterns of the Army. The editorial 
in the Journal of March 23 is alarming to us, as you 
say on this subject that “it is hinted that the (War) 
Department will be forced to hold that they (the Volun- 
teer appointments to the Regular Army) will take rank 
not only among themselves, but also with the regular 
officers, as to length of continuous service in the Army.” 
Why “forced,” and who is doing the forcing? If any- 
body, probably the political friends of those to be bene- 
fited by such forcing. We regret to see that you believe 
that to be the intent of the law. 

If such had been the intent why was it not so stated 
specifically? The paragraph on this subject in Section 
23 refers to the prospective appointments from the Vol- 
unteer Service only, commencing with the words “Per- 
sons not over forty years of age,” etc., and ending with 
the words “prior commissioned service” (nine lines as 
published in General Order No. 9, A. G. O.) Later in 
the same paragraph the true intent is shown by the fol- 
lowing words: “And nothing herein contained shall 
change the relative rank of oiticers heretofore commis- 
sioned in ~pe agen Oo Now the only guestion 
to be decided is **What is relative rank?” ‘That is easily 
answered. There are three kinds of rank referring to 
ofticers: First, absolute rank, i. e., the different grades 
of rank, as general, colonel, &c.; second, lineal rank, 
which is the rank which officers of the line have in 
their own arm of the Service; third, relative rank, which 
is the place of each officer in his grade relative to (or 
compared with) the place occupied by some other officer. 
To illustrate: in the list of second lieutenants (relative 
rank) in the last Army Register Lieutenant Marmon 
is No. 494. His relative rank, with reference to any 
second lieutenant above him, is shown by the number of 
officers that stand between the two: for instance, his 
relative rank with reference to No. 484 is that he is ten 
files lower on the list: under any forced ruling, should 
one or more officers be placed between those two on 
the Register their relative rank would be changed. 
Comparing the relative rank of any other lieutenants, 
the same argument appplies: and the only way to put 
any of the new appointees above any of those heretofore 
commissioned, without violating the law, is to put them 
all above all the second lieutenants as they stand at the 
date of commission of the new appointments, which 
wouid be manifestly absurd. If it was not to prevent 
any such forced construction, what was the object of 
putting in the prohibition quoted?

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MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


The reception and ball given by Governor General Mac- 
Arthur at Malacanan Palace ogyeb. 18 was the grand- 
est and most elaborate social fupction which had been 
held during the American occu ion, and was a happy 
reunion of Manila’s cosmopolitan community, every 
tion of which was represented in the large assembly. 
Never before had such a number Manila’s leading citi- 
zens and high government officials been gathered to- 
gether. Those present included all the officers of the 
nilitary and civil governments and their families, promi- 
bent among whom were President ‘Taft and the Civil 
Commissioners, Archbishop Chapelle, Generals Barry, 
Wheaton, Bates, Hall, ll, Da Funston, Grant, 
Smith (Collector of Customs) and Sumner. The Navy 
was represented by Admiral Kempff, Captain McCalla, 
of the flagship Newark, and all the principal officers of 
the squadron. There were also present the members of 
the Supreme Court, leaders of the Federal Party, the 
foreign consuls, the leading members of the foreign com- 
munities, noticeable among whom were many prominent 
Englishmen. The Palace was beautifully decorated. 
Outside the grounds presented a fairy-like appearance, 
illuminated by myriads of Chinese lanterns. ‘I mA 
were welcomed by General Barry, and Lieut. T. W. 
Harris introduced them to General MacArthur, who 
wore a plain white undress uniform. The most notice- 
able and pleasing feature of the reception, according to 
the Manila “Times,” was the cordiality displayed be- 
tween the Filipinos and Amerivans, There were a large 
number of Fiipinos present, representing the leading 
and best families in Manila, and the friendship shown 
and the ease with which the Filipinos intermingled with 
the Americans was the cause for much favorable com- 
ment. The music of the 4th Cavalry band did much to 
touch the sentimental side of the native guests. 

Some trouble was at first experienced in arranging 
the transfer of soldiers to the police force in Manila, 
according to the “Times” of that city. The chief cause 
of the disturbance arose from some of the Army men 
receiving their discharge from the Army before they had 
signed for the police force. This gave them a chance 
tou refuse to meet their obligation, and several would not 
sign their contract, although they had ebtained a prema- 
ture Army discharge solely with the understanding that 
they were at once to joln the police. ‘Three men, who 
were particularly brazen in their repudiation, were in 
danger of receiving no transportation home. Kepresenta- 
tions were made to the authorities, showing how the 
purpose of the law could be evaded, and siuce then no 
man receives his premature discharge from the Army 
until he has first signed the contract which binds him 
to serve in the police force. 

The general impression that the Philippine carabao is 
a sluggish anima! more docile than the ox is not borne 
out by the condition of Private Mitchell Johnson, Co. 
Kk, 41st Vol. Inf., who has been an inmate of the Ist 
Keserve Hospital at Manila. In January Johnson had 
charge of a batch of insurrecto prisoners, who were 
working on the road with carabaos. The prisoners made 
a break for liberty, and in the fight that ensued the 
carabaos broke loose and went on the rampage. One of 
them hooked Johnson through the lower jaw up to the 
roof of the mouth. Another soldier was tussed so high 
that he thought he'd be tried for desertion before 
he got down. Johnson's injuries are so severe that 
it is feared he may never recover the power of speech, 
which was destroyed by the wound. Two other soldiers 
with Johnson made up the guard over the prisoners, 
who were either recaptured or killed before they could get 
out of range of the Krags. Prisoners on the road are 
especially dangerous, as They can use their picks and 
shovels, which become formidable weapons in a mad 
rush of a score of men. The Manila ‘“Times” uses the 
incident to show the folly of sending a meagre detail 
of guards with large batches of prisoners.

Rogers, 20th Inf., from Manila for the United States 
on a two months leave he was honored with a farewell 
reception at the Army and Navy Club, which partook of 
the nature of an ovation. Major Rogers had long been 
commandant of the Bilibid prison, and “his genial and 
kindly disposition,” says the Manila ‘Times,” “has won 
for him the esteem and gratitude of nearly all the pris- 
oners.” Needless to say those outside of the prison walls 
also felt the spell of his charming personality, as was 
shown by the testimonial at the club. After the recep- 
tion there, Major and Mrs. Rogers returned to their 
home building in Bilibid, where a royal dinner had been 
prepared for them by the ofher officers. Scarcely were 
the party seated when a band struck up one of Sousa’s 
marches. The Major knew of no such item on the pro- 
gramme, but was informed that the music was proves 
by a band of natives who had been requested that they 
be allowed to do honor to the Major as a mark of their 
regard and gratitude. The band was the same which 
was sentenced some time ago to thirty days’ imprison- 
ment in Bilibid for having played Aguinaldo’s March at 
a fiesta. During their a the Major excused 
them from hard labor other than practisin faithfully 
for three hours a day, playing retreat, and also giving a 
serenade every evening. The band evidently appreciated 
his kindness. 

Friends of Col. Joseph G. Tilford, U. S. A., retired, 
and Mrs. Tilford, now residing in Washington, will be 
pleased to learn of the exhibition of bravery and pluck 
siven by their son, Lieut. James D. Tilford, 1st Cav., 
one of the youngest of the Army boys now doing duty 
in the Philippines. A little schooner, one day toward 
the close of last November, while on its way from Lu- 
cena to San Juan de Bocboc with commissary, quarter- 
master and ordnance stores, was captured bv a band of 
insurgents, who rowed out in bancas and took posses- 
sion of her as she lay at anchor. Two of the native 
crew escaped and informed a sergeant of the Ist Cavalry 
in charge of the stores at San Juan. He galloped to 
headquarters, five miles away, and reported to Lieutenant 
Craig, lst Cav. With Lieutenant Tilford and several 
men of the troop Craig hastened to the rescue of the 
schooner. So dangerous was the going that one man 
was drowned in crossing the deepest river. The little 
band pressed on and at daylight reached the shore. 
There were no boats, but the jungle gave up a leaky 
banea, into which Lieutenant Tilford, throwing off his 
trousers and coat, jumped and made for the schooner. 
Just as the leaky craft had filled and was about to go 
down, Lieutenant Craig and the others’ paddled up in 
another banca, which they had dug out of the bushes, 
ind thus reinforced by the wet and scantily clad but 
none the less courngeous Tilford, the party made for 
he vessel. When the natives awoke from their morning 
sleep to find the Americans alongside they tumbled over 
the other side and made their escape in boats to the tune 
of the merry Krags. 

Before the departure of the 20th Infantry from Manila, 
where it had been doing provost-guard duty for two 
rears, to do field duty in remote portions of the Philip- 
pines, it was the recipient of many Sourtecies, among 
others a farewell reception on the evening of Feb. 5 at 
the Alhambra ‘Theatre.

While the Filipinos in their patriotic addresses often 
miss fire with the words, they always make a bull’s-eye 
with the sentiment, as one may see by the foliowmg 
proclamation addressed to the citizens of Aparri, North- 
ern Luzon, and signed Alfonse Doneza, dente, and 
thirty other prominent natives: “We, the a 
are thoroughly informed of the organized Federal Party 
in the capital and are convinced of its highly patriotical 
motives. We heartily acquiesce to your elevated pur- 
poses. We understand that we, as Filipino lovers of 
the true ah nga of our disgraced soil, have to adhere 
unconditionally to the said organization. We believe 
this is the only noble way in which our soil may obtain 
its political aspirations. So we pray you as President 
of this ee to accept this public manifestation of our 
approval. We desire to pursue the way where peace is 
to be found and believe this way the best.” 


In an official report to the War Depaitment, dated 
Bulan, Sorsogon Province, P. L, Feb. 23, 2d Lieut. 
Disque describes the surrender of Lieut. Col. 
E. Funes and a force of armed men. The expedition 
left Bulan on Feb. 18. It consisted, besides Lieuten- 
ant Disque, of 22 men of Co. B., 47th, one private 
Hospital Corps, U. 8. A., and four members of the 
Federal party. It arrived at Irocin the same day, 
whete speeches were made to the natives showing the 
folly of further resistance. Thirty-four officers, 23 
riflemen and 113 bolomen were surrendered by Funes 
The arms given up amounted.to 23 rifles 
and three revolvers, with 67S rifle cartridges and 80 
revolver cartridges. Capt. Chas. C. McLain, 47th Vol. 
Inf., commanding the post at Bulan, makes an accom- 
panying rag ml of the reception in Bulan of Funes’s 
gory who had signified their wish to take part in the 
fYashington Birthday celebrations. Detachments of 
American troops fired salutes as the party entered the 
place and presented arms as the procession passed. The 
forces of Funes proceeded to the church, where a Te 
Deum was chanted, after which they proceeded to 
headquarters where their officers were presented to 
Capt. McLain and his subordinates. This occurrence 
is typical of the many similar surrenders of the various 
Filipino bands throughout the Archipelago. 

We spoke in our issue of April 6 of the arrival of 
General Funston in Manila on Feb. 18. That the 
feasibility of his plans for the capture of Aguinaldo 
received prompt recognition by the authorities is shown 
by the following’ extract from a letter written from the 
Philippines the day after. Feb. 19, to Secretary Root 
by Gen. Thos. H. Barry: “The bottom has about dropped 
out of the insurrection. The insurgents seem to be 
falling over each other in surrendering themselves and 
arms.~ We have Aguinaldo definitely located with good 
prospects of running him down in the near future. 

e is in the town of Palanan, north east coast of Luzon, 
about 100 miles north of a Casigurn. Funston is going 
to make a try for him in a few days. He is going to 
take desperate chances, but I believe he’.i bag him.” 

The lawless element in the Aparri district, despite the 
effective work, both repressive and conciliatory, of Co: 
Cc. C. Hood, 16th Inf., military governor, sometimes 
breaks out with fatal effect, as it did on Dec. 31. While 
Corporal Bunn and two privates of Co. 1, 49th Vol. Inf., 
were making a trip from Hagan to Reina Mercedes, they 
were attacked by about 25 insurrectos. The majority of 
the attacking party were armed with rifles and were 
hidden in a clump of bushes near the roadside. Corporat 
Bunn was killed outright at the first volley, which was 
fired at very short range. The two privates seeing that 
it was suicidal to remain in that vicinity. retraced their 
steps to Ilagan and reported the affair. Detachments 
were immediately sent out to thoronghly scout the coun- 
try in the vicinity of the trouble. The body of Corporal 
Bunn was not recovered.

The new State flag of New York has the arms of the 
State stamped on-a field of blue in accordance with a 
recent law changing the color from buff to blue.

A BISHOP’S OPINION OF HAZING. 


In an article in the “Pacific Churchman,” Bishop W. 
F. Nichols, Speaking of the recent investigations of 
hazing at the Military Academy, says: . 

“But in the course of the investigations a fierce light— 
literally fierce at some stages of the Congressional ex- 
amination—was turned on the whole cadet code and all 
the minutiae were day after day held up to the public 
view with something of the zest with which the-drop of 
carew drinking water is sometimes magnified to show 
all the wriggling things there are in it. miscroscope 
doesn’t make the water look nice but we drink it. And 
the every day relations of any — body of youth in 
any institution, if all the pranks and punctilios for new- 
comers and squabbles are pictured and presented, on a 
seale enlarged manifold times beyond their importance 
seem alive with things not altegether pleasing to contem- 
plate, especially if we forget that some of us were our- 
selves once younger than we are now. And it would 
seem that unlike a poet, a soldier has to be a good deal 
made even if he is a born soldier. 

“With it all there is undoubtedly among so many, 
harshness and a liability to the ‘going too far and to 
courses of the local code which outside sentiment con- 
demns. Even Divinity Schools need rules for their 
young men because they are young men. But to put 
down all that and to check anything like brutal or un- 
fair treatment certainly does not call for the hue and 
ery against the whole Academy that has been so impet- 
uously raised in many quarters. We of the Church, and 
ne A in California, should be at least fair in every- 
thing that affects our Army. From the beginning of 
our Diocese officers and their families have been among 
our most faithful and helpful people. The names of 
McAlister, Allen, Mendell, not to mention a consider- 
able number of others, past and present, occur to us as 
among the most active in our Diocese. And many of 
our communicants are the direct descendants of Army 
officers, several indeed born at West Point. And sim- 

le fairness in deliberately reviewing the whole matter 
is all that is needed. Compare the eleven long sections 
of suggestions as to the discipline of the cadets which 
the Congressional Committee in their zeal and aggres- 
siveness took back to Congress with the simple legis!a- 
tion that was finally decided upon; note the cheers with 
which the corps of cadets was received at the time of 
the President’s inauguration, and, as we have said, you 
have the sober second thought of our people, who are iu 
the long run fair. And the more they really know of 
the Military Academy, the more they will appreciate 
its high record and really high soldierly stan . And 
the more they will trust the Superintendent and other 
authorities to reduce to a minimum what is objection- 
able and that not by long drawn out discipline of dis- 
trust which might easily do more harm to character 
than the hazing, but by appealing to and using in the 
routine the influence and instrumentality of the other 
cadets to create a wholesome sentiment against it—in a 
word to rectify the code of the corps from within rather 
than to try to crush it from without.”

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


Gen. Charles King in his latest work “In Spite of 
Foes,” published by J. B. Lippincott & Co., Philadel- 
phia, tells in swift, dramatic fashion the story of how 
a young officer, cashiered from the Army, through the 
evil machinations of his enemies, redeems his good name 
by the manner in which, as a railroad employe, he man- 
ages the rioters in a strike, and eventually regains his 
place in the Army and rises to be a general through his 
skill and bravery in the Philippines. Another military 
novel which is exciting much attention and is much in 
the line of General King’s works is “The Heritage of 
Unrest,” by Miss Grace Overton. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons publish “Under Top’ls and 
Tents,” by Archdeacon Cyrus T. Brady, a cheery, light- 
hearted account of boyish years spent as a naval cadet 
at Annapolis and of more recent semi-military experi- 
ences as chaplain to the Ist Pennsylvania Regiment, 
which expected service in the Spanish-American War, 
but got no farther than the camp at Chicamauga. 

“The Love Letters of a Liar,” by Mrs. William Allen, 
published by the Ess Ess Publishing Co. (publishers of 
the “Smart Set’’), is a very bright story, told in letters, 
of an unfortunate youth, who, sacrificing his heart to his 
ambition, meets the just reward of perfidy. It is a handy 
volume which can be read at a sitting and is worth read- 
ing. The author is a well-known society woman, who has 
evidently made a close study of the masculine flirt. The 
letters first appeared in the “Smart Set” tor September 
last. 

D. Appleton and Company publish “The Private Life 
of King Edward VII., by “A Member of the Royal 
Household’—not otherwise identilied—who from _ close 
association with Albert Edward while Prince of Wales 
is able to describe vividly his character, predilections 
and domestic and social life. The book tells of the edu- 
eation of His Royal Highness, his experiences as a 
student, his travels, his relations with the Church and 
the arts, his patronage of the turf, and his personal 
habits. There are many interesting and authentic anec- 
dotes, forming a series of pictures more effective than 
formal biography.

THE CHAMPION NEAT MAN. 

Commenting on the recent death at Fort Sheridan of 
Abraham Haarscher, a soldier in the U. 8. Army, the 
Manila “American” says he was in a way a remark- 
able man. Born in Alsace, after the Franco-Prus- 
sian War he came to America and enlisted in the Army. 
One night at a far northwestern garrison he was walk- 
ing post as a sentinel upon a frail temporary bridge 
thrown across a stream that was being undermined by a 
storm. The timbers were creaking under his feet and 


the water was beginning to creep over the planking 
when the officer of the day appeared at the end of the 
brid He saw the sentinel and his peril. 

‘ome off that bridge, No. 5,” he yelled above the 
storm. Haarscher wa iked calmly off the bridge and 
came to an “arms port.” 

_ snaneneest, FN id fool, didn’t you know the bridge 
was going? ven as he spoke the frail structure was 
whirled away. 

“That was my post, Lieutenant,” said Private Haar- 
scher, “and you forget that I am a Frenchman.” 

Haarscher carried one record that is probably unique 
in the histories of the world. In twenty-nine vears’ ser- 
vice, although a model of neatness, discipline and intel- 
ligence, he never wore the stripe of a non-commissioned 
officer. He did not know what the inside of a guard- 
house looked like from a prisoner’s point of view. ere 
was no soldier in camp or barracks whose rifle and 
equipments were like unto his. When Haarscher was 
detailed for orderly duty no man thought of competing 
with him. Time after time he was offered the position 
of non-commissioned officer, and time after time he re- 
fused. Why, no one ever knew. 

Once a man who had the r eputation of never having 
lost the position of “orderly” at guard mount came 
from another regiment and re-enlisted in Haarscher’s 
command. The two privates, as luck would have it, 
were detailed for guard the same day. The officer spent 
about twenty minutes er rifles, waist belts, 
cartridge boxes and brasses of two men. There was 
absolutely nothing to choose between them in point of 
neatness or appearance. Finally, as a last resort, the 
adjutant unbuttoned the blouse of the new claimant for 
orderly honors. He found a somewhat faded, but clean, 
undershirt. ‘The adjutant passed to Haarscher and 
opened three buttons of his coat. Haarscher had on a 
brand new suit of silk underwear that must have cost 
him a month’s pay. It was the other man on that day 
who walked post in the hot sun, while Haarscher o 
“lolling”’ duty in the shade in front of the commandan 
quarters.

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NAVAL CONSTRUCTION IN THIS COUNTRY. 


At the opening of the spring meeting of the Institute 
of Naval Architects in London on March 27 the Earl 
of Glasgow presided, and the principal paper read was 
that of Prof. J. H. Bliss, entitled “Ten Years of Naval 
Construction in the United States.” It was almost 
wholly statistical, but complimentary to American ship 
designers and builders, and their continual improve- 
ment in the construction of armor and armament. In 
the discussion which followed, Sir John Colomb, M. P., 
said that the Americans did not keep to the same type, 
but continually improved.it. They were up to date in 
matters of armor. Then they had introduced an eight- 
inch gun. The only objections to eight-inchers on battle- 
ships were that they were superpo on large ns. 
There was not a Belleville boiler in American ships. 
The Americans dia not plunge for a boiler without hav- 
ing thoroughly tried it. Rear Admiral Charles ©. P. 
Fitzgerald said he thought all present were against 
superposed turrets. The naval officers at San Fran- 
cisco were all against =. American torpedo boats 
of 140 tons had a s f 30 knots, and, if they did 
that, they beat anything Sieat Britain had. Professor 
Biles, referring to the proportionately lighter draught 
of American ships, said it was impossible to say what 
could be left out in the construction of British ships, 
when they were said to have the same displacement 
as American ships, notwithstanding their lighter arma- 
ment.

The opening of April, without any yellow fever in 
Hayana—a “record” condition, in a way—is taken as an 
evidence that the coming summer will show compara- 
tively little fever in the Cuban capital. The city is in a 
much better sanitary condition than it was last spring. 
The great many thousands of dollars which the city 
spent last summer in disinfecting the city and making 
sanitary improvements will go a great way toward pre- 
ve ing a spread of disease this summer. Immigration 
promises to be lighter, but it very likely won’t be if it 
becomes known that the city is so healthy. Last year 
the large number of emigrants was held to be the chief 
cause of the spread of the fever.
